Mr. Harget presented the petition and Claim of Mr. George Farragut, late a Captain in 
the State Cavalry, which being read it was on motion of Mr. Williams seconded by Mr. 
Gillispie, Resolved as follows, vizt.: 


Resolved, That Mr. George Farragut late a Captain in the Cavalry of the State Regiment 
of North Carolina, be allowed the sum of sixty-eight pounds eight shillings and four 
pence current money, being the one fourth part of the sum which appears by his account 
rendered to be due Mr. Farragut, for and on account of his Military service performed in 
this State. That the Treasurer pay him the same and be allowed in the settlement of his 
public accounts. 


Resolved, also, That the Comptroller issue to Mr. George Farragut a Certificate for the 
other three-fourths of the sum due him; and, Resolved, likewise, that this General 
Assembly are led to adopt the measure, from a conviction of the faithful, voluntary and 
public spirited services of the said Mr. Farragut, he being a native and Subject of the 
Kingdom of France. 
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Sent for concurrence. 


This Resolution being objected to, on motion of Mr. Macon, seconded by Mr. Clinton, 
ordered that the yeas and nays be taken thereon, which were as follows, to-wit: In favor 
of the Resolve—Messrs. Sharpe, Ramsey, Tipton, J. Armstrong, Alexander, Simpson, 
Eaton, Gillispie, Brown, McCulloch, Rutherford, Harget, Gowdy, Stone, Williams, 
McDowell, Moore, Bonner, Gregory, Griffin, Stokes, Moring, and Jones—22. Against 
the Resolve—Messrs. Battle, Medlock, Macon, McCawley, Whiteside, Mayo, Clinton, 
Reddick, Hili, Lewis, and Mitchell—11. So the resolution was entered into and sent to 
the House of Commons. 


Received from the House of Commons the Memorial of George Doherty, Esqr. Endorsed, 
“read and referred as by the Senate.” 


Received also the resignation of Joseph Williamson, Reuben Norfleet, Thomas Ward, and 
Samuel High, as justices of the peace, respectively. Endorsed, “read and accepted.” 


Received likewise the petition of the administrators and Orphans of Thomas Bell, 
deceased, late of the County of Wake. Endorsed in the House of Commons, “read and 
referred to a special Committee. 


Farragut Folklife Museum 

The Farragut Folklife Museum is a treasure chest of photographs and artifacts which tell a story of 
the history of the Farragut and Concord communities. One of the highlights of the Museum is the 
Admiral David Glasgow Farragut Collection. Admiral Farragut, the first commissioned Admiral of 
the United States Navy and perhaps best known for his statement, "Damn the torpedoes, full 
speed ahead," was born in this area on July 5, 1801. This nationally sought after collection houses 
artifacts such as Farragut’s personal china, uniform ornamentation, family photographs, 
manuscripts, letters of interest and a large collection of scrimshaw.

FARRAGUT POINT ABOUT TO CHANGE HANDS 


A sale is about to be effected of the property belonging to the heirs of Maj. George Farragut, 
father of David Glascoe Farragut, the first Admiral of the United States Navy. It is known as 
Farragut’s Point, situated on the West Pascagoula river, about two miles from the Gulf Coast and 
embraces 670 acres, the title to which dates back to an old Spanish grant. 


The exact date of Mr. George Farragut’s death is unknown (verified date is June 4, 1817 per Else 
Martin), but it is supposed to have occurred early a century ago. He was buried on the place and 
a tomb still marks the spot over his grave. The party in treaty for the purchase of the old land 
mark is Mr. Robert L. Glenn, of Chicago, who was recently here with his son (Frank Glenn) 
prospecting for investments in lands. 


His plan, as near as we ascertained, is to establish a family home, build a number of small 
cottages and otherwise improve the property. 


It is hoped that this will prove the initial step towards the change in ownership of other 
desirable places, which may continue unimproved until a better era is awakened by new comers 
through the force of capital and enterprise, which must surely eventually come.

Whereas there has been deposited in the General Land Office, Certificate numbered one hundred 
and thirty five [135] of the Register and receiver of the Land Office at Augusta, Mississippi with a 
plat of the survey of the tract of land therein mentioned whereby it appears that by the act Congress 
approved on the third day of March one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, [3 March 1819] 
entitled an act for adjusting the claims of land and establishing land office in the districts east of the 
Island of New Orleans, the claim of George Farragut in his own right entered as number 137 in 
report number Twelve of Commissioner Crawford has been confirmed and that the same has been 
surveyed and designated as Section Four in Township Seven South of Range Six West, 
containing six hundred and seventy seven acres and twenty eight hundredths of an acre in the 
District of Lands subject to sale at Augusta in the State of Mississippi. Now knowing that the United 
States of America in consideration of the premises and in conformity with said Act of Congress, 
have remised release and forever quit claimed and by these presents do remises release and 
forever quit claim unto the said George Farragut or his legal representatives and to his or their 
heirs the said land above described subject to any just claim or claims to all and every part 
therefore of all and every person or persons bodies politic or corporate derived from the United 
States from either the British, French or Spanish authorities. To have and to hold the said together 
with all the rights privileges immunities and appurtenances of whatsoever nature thereunto 
belonging subject to any such just claim or claims as aforesaid unto him the said George Farragut 
or his legal representatives and to his or their heirs and assigns forever so that neither the United 
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States or any other person claiming under them except as provided in same act and the 
Reservations aforesaid may or can set up any right or title thereto. 

In Testimony whereof, I, Franklin Pierce, President of the United States of America have caused 
these letters to be made patent and the seal of the General Land Office to be hereunto affixed. Given 
under my hand at the City of Washington, the tenth day of December in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty six [December 10, 1856] and of the Independence of the United 
States, the eighty first. President, Franklin Pierce

I have been researching the Farragut family for my mother-in-law, Lily Farragut Felix. She is the 
only surviving child of Adolpho Farragut & Jessie Aviles. Adolpho was the son of Wallace J. Farragut | 
and his first wife, Josephine Lamo. ( Wallace J. also had two daughters from his second marriage; : 
Wilhemina " Billie", born 23 Sept.,1916; in Miss., and Virginia, born abt. 1914 in Illinois.) 


wn FAlero 
Wallace J. is buried here in Tucson. He was the son of William Joseph Farragut. William was born 
Scranton, Jackson Co., Mississppi. 1870 census shows him in Orleans Parish, La., residing next door to 
Glasgow N. Farragut. 1880 census shows him in Scranton, Jackson Co., Miss., widowed and living with 
his sister, Pamelie Farragut Raby. I believe William Joseph to be the son of William A.C. Farragut, who 
is the issue of George (Jorge) Antonio Magin Farragut and Elizabeth Shine. 


I have researched the Orleans Parish Archives, New Orleans City Directories, and all available census 
records to document as best I can the Farragut family in La. and Miss., but still have many "holes" in my 
research. I will very much apreciate any info that you might have available, and will of course be happy 
to reimburse the Genealogical Society for their time and expense.

MINA FARRAGUT - WHERE ARE YOU? 


Surviving crew and officers of USS Farragut (DD-348) are trying to 
connect up with the family of Mina FARRAGUT. The ship was named in honor 
of Admiral David Glasgow Farragut. USS Farragut was stationed at Pearl 
Harbor beginning in 1937. On December 7, 1941, the destroyer was located 
just off Battleship Row and during the Japanese air attack fought off 
strafing airplanes to escape from the harbor. Ship was ordered back to 
San Francisco for refurbishing. The ship*s crew learned of movie actress 
Mina Farragut from USO: Mina was a radio singer and movie actress (One 
Night in the Tropics, 1940, starring Abbott & Costello) and agreed to 
represent the Farragut family in early 1942 at shipyard 
rededication. Heartened by this event, USS Farragut went to sea and in 
the ensuing 3 1/2 years fought battles in the Aleutians, Philippines and 
Iwo Jima, being awarded 14 Battle Stars. USS Farragut did, however, lose 
contact with Mina Farragut. 


Our knowledge of Mina is very limited and these "facts" may be 
incorrect. Here is what we think. William Farragut , a nephew of Admiral 
David Glasgow and grand nephew of Jorge Farragut of Revolutionary War 
fame, “grew his family” in New Orleans following the Civil War. It is 
possible that William had a son, Wallace J., born in 1869 or 
earlier. After reaching adulthood, Wallace "hit the road." 


Wallace married a Webster, Day County, South Dakota girl named 
Anna Rose, who was born November 5, 1883. This may be Anna Rose LAPIN 
(?LAPPIN ?LAPINSKI). By 1900 the LAPIN family may have been living in 
Lead, Lawrence County, SD - of considerable interest is that Lead was the 
site of active gold and silver mines. 


By the 1920 Census we learn that Wallace & Anna Rose's first 
child was Virginia Farragut, born in Illinois in 1914. MINA (WILHEMINA 
C.) FARRAGUT was born in Mississippi - perhaps in Pascagoula or Pass 
Christian - in 1917. In 1920, Mina and her family were living in a 
silver mine company town in Santa Cruz County of southern Arizona where 
Wallace was the storekeeper. In 1940 the entire family was living in Los 
Angeles where Mina Farragut had her first Hollywood movie role. Anna Rose 
?Lapin Farragut died in Hollywood of malignant hypertension on June 30,

Thank you for your excellent email of 28 August and all the hard work you 
are doing for us! 


The only knowledge we have of the birth places of *our* Farragut family is 
the 1920 Census of Arizona (done by me simply by looking for Farraguts in 
any western state). 

The 1920 Census was enumerated in January 1920 and states: 


Name Age Birth Place (Birth year by my 
calculation) 
Farragut, Wallace 48 Louisiana (therefore b. 1872) 
, Anna R. 27 S. Dakota (b. 1893) 
, Virginia 6 Tllinois (ob. 1914) 
, Wilma 3 Mississippi (b. 1917) 


We know that Wallace and Anna R. were older than they said. Hopefully 
they did not get their children*s ages too far off! I have no knowledge 
as to where in Mississippi Wilma (Mina) was born....only the impression 
that her kin lived mostly in Pascagoula or Pass Christian.

Now an new and exciting development is that a colleague showed me 
yesterday the "CA Death Index, 1940-1997" on-line at 

Rootsweb.com. Its listing of all California Deaths recorded within the 
state has THREE Farraguts one of whom must be *our* Anna. Here is the 
information: 


"Anna Rose Farragut, born 11/5/1891, father's last name LAPIN, birth place 
South Dakota, death place Los Angeles, died 6/30/1940 at age 48 yrs." 


Now the source of her maiden name, LAPIN, was Anna Rose's husband, 
Wallace, then 79 years old (from 1970 LA Census) and I hope he got it 
right. 


I find 3-4 LAPIN and LAPPIN living in Lawrence County, SD after 1900. This 
is interesting because Lawrence is the home county of Lead, SD: main 
industry, then, silver and gold mines. Now, Wallace Farragyt, in the 1920 
Arizona Census, is a store keeper in a company town owned by a silver 
mining company. So maybe this is the connection between South Dakota and 
Arizona!

Wallace J. Farragut, 46 
Years An Arizonan 
Once Was Miner 


Wallace Joseph Farragut, 85, grand-nephew of Civil War hero Admiral David G. 
Farragut, died yesterday morning at the Pima County Hospital where he has been ill for 
some time. Funeral services will not be arranged until two of his daughters arrive from 
Hollywood, the body remaining at the Bring Funeral Home. 

Mr. Farragut had lived in Arizona the past 46 years and engaged in mining activities 
here and in Mexico. He also had been an employee of the Southern Pacific Railroad, a 
bookkeeper, and a clerk in a Mexico City bank. He came to Tucson some 10 years ago 
during which period his wife died in Hollywood in 1940. He joined the Nogales chapter 
of the Masonic Lodge in 1894. 

Born In New Orleans 

He was born in New Orleans, July 24, 1861, a son of William Joseph Farragut, who 
lived from 1837 until 1920. He had many brothers and sisters, all of whom have now died 
except one, Mrs. Virginia Hall of Massachusetts 

Mr. Farragut leaves his son, Adolph Farragut of Tucson, three daughters, Mrs. Mary 
F. Santander, Tucson ; Mrs. Virginia Main and Mrs. Billie Payne, both of Hollywood; 
eight grandchildren, among them Mrs. Josephine S. Faccio and Mrs. Helen S. Elias of 
Tucson, and seven great-grandchildren who live throughout the United States. 


Established Citizenship 

Several years ago it became necessary to establish Mr. Farragut’s citizenship, despite 
his connection with the famous family. He had applied for an old age pension, but had no 
birth certificate. Fred W. Fickett of Tucson became interested in the case and after 
correspondance with relatives through the nation, established the fact that Mr. Farragut 
had been born in this country and had been a long resident of Arizona. 

Lutheran service will be held during the funeral and burial will be in Evergreen 
cemetery, members of the family said yesterday.

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Events that had an effect on Farragut property, buildings, cemeteries 


1717 - Land was part of the grant of Jean Baptiste Baudrau dit Graveline. 

1726 - Point Paquet - Land of Pierre Paquet II and wife Magdaleine Baudrau Paquet, on the 
Pascagoula River. Joseph Baptist Baudrau dit Graveline and an Indian woman, Magdelen Pany, 
had a child named Magdaleine born abt 1711 on Dauphin Island, Alabama. She married Pierre 
Paquet II August 26, 1726. Pierre Paquet died on the island of St. Domingue, date unknown. 
Magdaleine married 2"4 Francois Alexandre Chenet dit St. Martin (1715-1789) in 1740. 
Magdaleine Baudrau Paquet Chenet died in 1747. 

1775 - 1792 - After service in the Revolutionary War with great distinction from 1775 to 1783, 
and a few years when he was placed in command of the military district of Washington, which 
enabled the Carolinas and part of the great Southwest territory Farragut was invited to 
Tennessee. 

1792 - “My old acquaintance, the late Wm. Blount, then Governor of the South Western Territory, 
now the State of Tennessee, invited me to Knoxville where being appointed in 1793, a Major of 
Militia, | served on the expedition against the Cherokees under General Sevier, now a member 
of congress.” Letter of George Farragut 1815 

1792 or 1795 - George Farragut married Elizabeth Shine in Dobbs Co, North Carolina. She was 
born in 1765 and was the daughter of John Shine and Ellenor Mclver Shine. 

1792 - Birth of William Augustus Claiborne Farragut, first child of George & Elizabeth. 

1792-1801 - The George Farragut family was living on a bluff near Lowe’s ferry, one and a half 
miles southeast of Concord, and three miles from Campbell Station, on the Tennessee River. 
George Farragut had built a log cabin in 1793 or 1794 at this site near Knoxville, Tennessee. 
George Farragut also operated a ferry. East Tennessee Roots Vol VI, No. 2, author not given. 

1801 - july 5 - Birth of James Glasgow Farragut, in Tennessee (David) 

1804 - January 20 - Birth of Nancy Claire Farragut, in Tennessee 

1805 - George Farragut received an appointment as sailing master in the Navy, and was 
ordered to the command of a gunboat at New Orleans, to which place he shortly afterward 
moved his family. It was not long after he fixed his residence in that city, before his faithful 
and beloved wife fell a victim to yellow fever. From The Life of David Glasgow Farragut by his 
son Loyal] Farragut, 1879 

1806 - George Farragut land claimed by Farragut or Jacob Bend (Bang), Spanish authority, 800 
arpens on the Pascagoula River, signed by John V. Morales. This was the old land known as 
Point Paquet, later proved as the George Farragut confirmation. American State Papers 

1807 - Nov 12, Birth of Elizabeth Farragut in Tennessee according to records. 

1807 - The Farragut family traveled to New Orleans down the Mississippi on a flatboat, which 
took two weeks. They settled near Lake Ponchatrain planning to move to the Point Paquet 
land on the Pascagoula River now called Grande Ecore by Major Farragut. 

1808 - Wm. Augustus Claiborne Farragut, oldest child of George & Elizabeth Farragut, became an 
active midshipman at the New Orleans station, March 14, 1808. 

1808 - Jun 22, Death of Elizabeth Shine Farragut, wife of Major George Farragut. She died of 
yellow fever, in New Orleans. Mrs. Farragut left three sons, (Wm. A. C. Farragut, James G. 
Farragut (David), George Antoine Farragut, (still an infant at the breast) and two daughters, 
(Elizabeth and Nancy Claire). Mrs. Farragut’s funeral, according to a letter of the late 
Commodore Daniel T. Patterson, U. S. N., who was a pallbearer, occurred at the same time with 
that of Sailing Master David Porter, father of the celebrated Commodore David Porter, of Essex 
fame. From The Life of David Glasgow Farragut by his son Loyall Farragut, 1879 

1809 - Per Journal of Admiral Porter. “The father of Commodore Porter was serving on the New 
Orleans Naval Station with my father. He was taken sick, and my father, hearing of it, had him 
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brought to our house, where, after a severe illness, during which he was nursed by my mother, 
he died. This, as well as ] can remember, occurred in 1809. (1808) Not long after his father’s 
death Commander David Porter took command of the Naval Station at New Orleans, and 
having heard that his father died at our house, and had received some attention from my 
parents, he determined to visit us and adopt such one of the children as desired to go with him. 
He accordingly came to see us, and after a while, the question of adoption was put to us all, 
when J, being inspired by his uniform and that of my brother William, who had received an 
appointment in the Navy some time before, said promptly that I would go. This was after my 
mother’s death.” David’s father, George Farragut was at duty on Gunboat 13 in New Orleans 
and could not take care of the children. “! returned with Commander Porter to New Orleans, 
where I met Mrs. Porter for the first time. I continued to reside with Commander Porter, 
occasionally accompanying him on excursions and boat expeditions, and sometimes 
going with my father across the lake to his plantation. From The Life of David Glasgow 
Farragut by his son Loyall Farragut, 1879 

1809 - Sailing Master Farragut was relieved from command of the schooner, and transferred to 
the naval station at New Orleans. In the same year, he purchased a farm of nine hundred 
acres on the Pascagoula River. In his Journal, David Farragut writes, “I accompanied a young 
man whom my father sent to clear the place. This expedition was my first experience on salt 
water, and I fervently hoped, at that time, it would be my last. He took us in a small boat across 
Lake Pontchartrain, when it was blowing almost a gale; but that fact never caused my father 
any uneasiness, for he had great confidence in his pirogue, considering it much safer that the 
gunboats. In fact, we were hailed when passing them, and invited to ‘come on board until the 
blow was over’; but he replied that he could ride it out better than they could.’ When anyone 
suggested to him the risk to which he subjected his children in thus crossing the Lake, he 
generally replied that ‘now was the time to conquer their fears.’ From The Life of David 
Glasgow Farragut by his son Loyall Farragut, 1879 

1809 - Nancy Claire Farragut was adopted by William Boswell. Elizabeth Farragut was placed 
in the care of Mrs. Mary Rose Ely Dupont, widow of Jean Baptiste Dupont in Pascagoula. 

1810 - George Farragut was summoned in 1810 by his friend, Governor Claiborne of the Territory 
of Orleans to which West Florida had been assigned by the President of the U. S. in his 
proclamation. In United States Naval service, he commanded the gunboat Alligator in 1810, 
1811 and 113 under Commodore Shaw, on duty in Lake Borgne. 

1811 - Major George Farragut may have been the first to raise and plant the American Flag on the 
Pascagoula River, finally ending the West Florida Rebellion. 

1811 - Above claim became the George Farragut Claim Feb 11, 1811. First tree planted in 1811. 
Farragut called his land “Grande Ecore” where he built a sturdy home for his family. 

American State Papers and research of Dora Cirlot 

1811 - Magistrate George Farragut. On Jan 25, Gov. Claiborne dispatched Dr. Flood, in the felucca 
Alligator, Sailing Master George Farragut, to those counties, to select a commission of the most 
intelligent men as magistrates, etc. In his report, Dr. Flood says that, “at the special request of 
the inhabitants of Pascagoula, by whom he is greatly beloved, I prevailed on Sailing Master 
George Farragut to accept the commission of magistrate.” 

1811 - Feb 3, Justices of the Peace for Pascagoula Parish, Mississippi Territory, (From Bay of Biloxi 
to Mobile Bay) were George Farragut and Benjamin Goodin 

1813 - George Farragut was appointed Justice of the Peace for Jackson County, Mississippi 
Territory. 

1814 - Major George Farragut retired after the War of 1812, living in his Pascagoula River home. 

1814 - Dec 14, Midshipman U. S. Navy, Wm. A. C. Farragut, participated in the gallant resistance 
of the gunboats under Commodore T. Ap Catesby Jones on Lake Borgne in December 1814 
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1815 - Death of George Antoine, a son. “George Antoine Farragut was drowned July 15, 1815 
between Biloxi and Ship Island at the age of ten years having fallen overboard from a boat in 
which he was being towed behind a schooner. This circumstance weighed heavily on the 
father’s mind to the day of his death.” Per editor of The Star Newspaper, June 12, 1875 
Pascagoula, Scranton and book, Life of David Glasgow Farragut by his son Loyall Farragut, 
1879. Other records list his drowning in as occurring in 1818 but he must have died before his 
father. He seems to have been born about 1808 in New Orleans, possibly the same year his 
mother died of yellow fever. These dates need to be proven. If he was ten years old in 1815, he 
would have been born in 1805. George Antoine Farragut is believed to be buried next to his 
father at Farragut Lake. 

1817 -Death of George Farragut June 4. Farragut died and was buried on his West Pascagoula 
River place at Grand Ecore on Farragut Lake. Per Dora Cirlot’s 1950 research, he was buried in 
an open field on his property, but the grave was not marked then and its exact location is not 
known. 

1826 - Nancy Claire Farragut married Louis Gurlie, living in New Orleans and later Pascagoula. 

1859 - Dec 20 - Death of Wm. Augustus Claiborne Farragut, oldest son of George & Elizabeth 
Shine Farragut died in New Orleans, Louisiana. He was married 15' to Claire Oliver and 2" to 
Delphine St. Pe. He lived in New Orleans and Jackson County, Miss. He place of burial is not 
known, but some believe he is buried next to his father at Farragut Lake. He was the father of 
Marguerite Delphine Farragut born 1832, who married Alfred Victor Flotte and lived in New 
Orleans and Tenilen Farragut and Parmelie Farragut. Their birth dates are questionable. They 
may have been twins but dates need to be proven. Tenilen married Harry Raby and Parmelie 
married Savien J. Raby, both living in Pascagoula and buried in Krebs Cemetery; Emma 
Farragut born about 1839 (not researched); son, Glasgow Nicholas Farragut, born 1834 and 
married to Delphine Boutte, death date and burial site to be researched; son, William Joseph 
Farragut, born 24 Aug 1843, (age 7 in 1850) date to also be proven, married Marie Desiree 
Grasse, died Mar 6, 1920 at Eastside, Jackson Co, Miss and is buried in Machpelah Cemetery. 

1870 - Death of Admiral Farragut article in the New Orleans Times, Aug 15, 1870. Mentioning 
the Pascagoula River home, “He (father George Farragut) engaged in the lumber and 
transportation trade. The old sawmill and other property, once owned by him, now belong to 
a sister of the late Admiral, and the remains of the father and other members of the family 
repose in the old graveyard near the mill. Frequent trips to New Orleans with loads of 
lumber, in which the elder George Farragut was usually accompanied by his boys, brought the 
young Farragut’s into acquaintance with commodore Porter, Sr., who was then engaged in 
refitting vessels for the Naval service at the New Orleans Station. 

1884 - Death of Mrs. Nancy Claire Farragut Dupont in Pascagoula, buried in Krebs Cemetery 

1886 - Death of Mrs. Elizabeth Farragut Dupont in Pascagoula, buried in Krebs Cemetery 

1892 - Purchase complete of the George Farragut Claim to the Glenn family of Illinois. 

Article states “Mr. George Farragut’s death is unknown (verified date is June 4, 1817 per Else 
Martin), but it is supposed to have occurred nearly a century ago. He was buried on the place 
and a tomb still marks the spot over his grave. The party in treaty for the purchase of the 
old landmark is Mr. Robert Lyman Glenn, of Chicago, who was recently here with his son 
(Frank Glenn) prospecting for investments in lands. His plan, as near as we ascertained, is to 
establish a family home, build a number of small cottages and otherwise improve the 
property. 

1896 - April 17 Marriage of Robert R. Glenn to Katherine Martin. Robert is the son of Robert L. & 
Julia Daniels Glenn of Farragut Lake and Katherine is the daughter of James & Mary Sumrall 
Martin. 
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1897 - Sept 7 Death of Julia B. Glenn, wife of Robert Lyman Glenn, of yellow fever. Mrs. Glenn 
died at her home on Farragut Lake, also called Glenn Lake. She was buried on the family 
property. 

Obituary - Julia D. Glenn, wife of R. L. Glenn, died Sept. 7, 1897 in Barkley, Jackson County, 
Miss. She was a loving and devoted wife and mother, and a great worker in the cause of Christ. 
She was the mother of four children, three sons and one daughter. Her youngest son, Robert R.

Glenn only survived her four days, both dying with yellow fever. 


She devoted the last five years of her life working in the Sabbath School at her home in 
Barkley, and none knew her but to love her, for her whole aim in life was to do good to the poor 
and to help others. 

She was born in the town of Franklin, Lenawee county, Mich., Oct 28, 1839, and leaves a great 
many friends, both in the north and south to mourn her loss.

1897 - Sept 11, Death of Robert R. Glenn, son of Robert L. and Julia Glenn, husband of Katherine 
Martin, son-in-law of James & Mary Sumrall Martin. Robert died of yellow fever at the Glenn 
family residence on Farragut Lake. He was buried on the Glenn property next to his mother. 

1899 - Nov 14, Marriage of Phoebe Mary Glenn, daughter of Robert Lyman Glenn and Julia 
Daniels Glenn, to John Wm. Raabe, III, son of Capt. John Wm. Raabe II and Elcy Jane Martin; 
grandson of James Martin and Mary Sumrall of Martin’s Bluff. They were married at the Glenn 
residence on Glenn-Farragut Lake. This was a double wedding as the widow of the late Robert 
R. Glenn; Kate Martin Glenn married Walter R. Havens. 

1900 - Mar 19, Death of Robert Lyman Glenn. 
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Obituary ~ On last Friday night at 9:30 o’clock, Col. R. L. Glenn, after a long illness of painful 
suffering, peacefully died at his home “Glennhaven’”, Barkley, Miss. He was born in 1842 at 
Unadilla, Mich. At the age of twenty-one he married Miss Julia Daniels, of Franklin, Mich. In 
1892, they came from Chicago to Barkley, where Mrs. Glenn died two years ago. Four children 
were born to them, three of whom survive, one Robert having died. Frank D. and Fred E. Glenn, 
of Chicago and Mrs. Phebe Raabe, of Barkley were present at their father’s funeral, which took 
place Monday evening. Col. Glenn was highly esteemed by his neighbors and numerous friends 
here.

37 T7S R7W containing 225.15 acres also known as the Farragut confirmation. NO MENTION 
OF A CEMETERY 

1903 - Major George Farragut article by Marshall Delancy Haywood of North Carolina, published in 
the Gulf States Historical Magazine in Sept 1903. “After his arrival in the Far South, Farragut 
purchased a plantation in what is now Jackson County, Miss. It was situated at a slight 
promontory called Point Plaquet and sometimes known as Farragut’s Point. This place is on 
the west side of Pascagoula River and near it was a small harbor... It was on his plantation at 
Point Plaquet, June 4, 1817, that George Farragut died, three years after his retirement 
from the Navy. See Pascagoula Democrat-Star article Mar 28, 1913. 

1924 - James ‘Ernest’ & Olive Martin bought the Farragut Lake property from Barnett B. Bignall. 
The place was next to the Glenn-Farragut Point property. Per interview with Ernest Martin 
family. From Glenn family research, the Bignall family of Illinois is the maternal family of 
Robert L. Glenn. 

1927 - U.S. Soil Survey map marking a cemetery on Farragut Lake. It is not known if this marks 

_ Feta the location of the Glenn Family graves or the 

Farragut graves. It is not known if there were two 

cemeteries near each other of if they were all in one 

cemetery. The tiny square with the cross inside, 
located on the south side of the lake is the symbol for 

a cemetery.

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1981 - Miss Hwy Dept states that the area was rechecked for evidence of archaeological or 
historic sites but no evidence of a cemetery was found. 

1989 - “Daddy (Ernest Martin) said, someone, a ‘Miss Francine’, | think, said when she was a child 
her mother took her to this tomb. They pushed back glass and saw a man in there. The 
man was supposed to be a man named Farragut.” From interview with Vera Martin Adams, 
daughter of Ernest Martin. 

1992 — Letter to Betty Rodgers from Robert D. Hyatt, Staff Archaeologist, Environmental Div, State 
Highway Dept of Miss. “Regarding the tomb of George Farragut - 1974 we conducted a 
cultural resources survey of the proposed rest area on [10 near Lake Farragut and did not find 
any evidence of a cemetery. In 1981, the area was rechecked for evidence of archaeological or 
historic sites and no evidence of a cemetery was found. They did not detect the presence of 
burials or tombs during construction of the Interstate 10 rest area.”

To all to whom these presents shall come, Greeting 
Whereas there has been deposited in the General Land Office, Certificate numbered one hundred 
and thirty five [135] of the Register and receiver of the Land Office at Augusta, Mississippi with a 
plat of the survey of the tract of land therein mentioned whereby it appears that by the act Congress 
approved on the third day of March one thousand eight hundred and nineteen, [3 March 1819] 
entitled an act for adjusting the claims of land and establishing land office in the districts east of the 
Island of New Orleans, the claim of George Farragut in his own right entered as number 137 in 
report number Twelve of Commissioner Crawford has been confirmed and that the same has been 
surveyed and designated as Section Four in Township Seven South of Range Six West, 
containing six hundred and seventy seven acres and twenty eight hundredths of an acre in the 
District of Lands subject to sale at Augusta in the State of Mississippi. Now knowing that the United 
States of America in consideration of the premises and in conformity with said Act of Congress, 
have remised release and forever quit claimed and by these presents do remises release and 
forever quit claim unto the said George Farragut or his legal representatives and to his or their 
heirs the said land above described subject to any just claim or claims to all and every part 
therefore of all and every person or persons bodies politic or corporate derived from the United 
States from either the British, French or Spanish authorities. To have and to hold the said together 
with all the rights privileges immunities and appurtenances of whatsoever nature thereunto 
belonging subject to any such just claim or claims as aforesaid unto him the said George Farragut 
or his legal representatives and to his or their heirs and assigns forever so that neither the United 
States or any other person claiming under them except as provided in same act and the 
Reservations aforesaid may or can set up any right or title thereto. 

In Testimony whereof, I, Franklin Pierce, President of the United States of America have caused 
these letters to be made patent and the seal of the General Land Office to be hereunto affixed. Given 
under my hand at the City of Washington, the tenth day of December in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty six [December 10, 1856] and of the Independence of the United 
States, the eighty first. President, Franklin Pierce 
Recorded March 15, 1892 
The State of Mississippi, Jackson County 

I, Cadmus H. Alley, Clerk of the Chancery Court of said county do hereby certify that the within

FARRAGUT POINT ABOUT TO CHANGE HANDS 


A sale is about to be effected of the property belonging to the heirs of Maj. George Farragut, 
father of David Glascoe Farragut, the first Admiral of the United States Navy. It is known as 
Farragut’s Point, situated on the West Pascagoula river, about two miles from the Gulf Coast and 
embraces 670 acres, the title to which dates back to an old Spanish grant. 


The exact date of Mr. George Farragut’s death is unknown (verified date is June 4, 1817 per Else 
Martin), but it is supposed to have occurred early a century ago. He was buried on the place and 
a tomb still marks the spot over his grave. The party in treaty for the purchase of the old land 
mark is Mr. Robert L. Glenn, of Chicago, who was recently here with his son (Frank Glenn) 
prospecting for investments in lands. 


His plan, as near as we ascertained, is to establish a family home, build a number of small 
cottages and otherwise improve the property. 


It is hoped that this will prove the initial step towards the change in ownership of other 
desirable places, which may continue unimproved until a better era is awakened by new comers 
through the force of capital and enterprise, which must surely eventually come.
